FOUR CROPS IN FIFTY- 
ONE WEEKS 


With the increased interest 
being taken in the ensiling of 
alfalfa and red clover, the tem¬ 
porary silos, constructed of 
snow-fence & lined with heavy 
treated building paper, so much 
in evidence in this year of ex¬ 
cellent corn crops, are likely to 
be increasingly popular, says 
G. R. Snyder, Soils Chemist, 
who has recently visited sever¬ 
al large Canadian dairy farms 
where the new development is 
receiving a thorough trial. 

The usual method, of course, 
is to ensile the first cutting of 
clover the year following the 
seeding down, but some farmers 
demand both a grain crop and 
a high protein ensilage crop 
from the same area in the one 
season. One farmer had actually 
harvested an excellent grain 
crop, two silage crops and a hay. 
crop in a period of less than 
twelve months. 

A good stand of clover is of 
first importance and to secure 
this early oats c: barley, sown 
slightly thinner than usual and 
heavily fertilized with a chem¬ 
ical fertilizer of the type of 2- 
12-6 is used as a cover crop. 
The heavy fertilization ensures 
the early development of the 
grain and promotes the rapid 
growth of clover. With reason¬ 
able moisture conditions the 
crop is ready for the mower 
by mid-September. 

Unlike corn, clovers do not 
contains sufficient Carbohydr¬ 
ates for proper fermentation 
and molasses must be added dur 
ing the silo filling process. 

Ensiling the clover crop de¬ 
finitely increases the farmer’s 
ability to safely harvest more 
high protein feed and permits 
the carrying over of crop sur¬ 
pluses for use in periods of 
drought.

Edmonton, Oct. 18—Repudia¬ 
tion by Major ( .11. Douglas last 
w^ck of G. F. Powell, his former 
onv ,y to Alberta, sifter a new 
fight within th e Social Credit 
organization in Great Britain 
was of deep significance to Al¬ 
berta last week.

Other people in London 
in Major Douglas’ set up and 
I vv ’ho have now been disowned by 
Douglas said the v could not ex- 
i plain it either. Rut it was a fact 
j that Douglas suddenly dissolved 
his n tari i on his own in¬ 
itiative and formed a new or- 
ganizn'Pn from which some of 
his chief helpers nf the past 
were barred. 

Douglas, who is known as the 
“world founder** of Social Cre¬ 
dit the n-ies and claims, handled 
the whole organization as tho 
is was his personal possession 
j operating only for his own l>en- 
i efit, according to reports reach¬ 
ing Edmonton. As far as could

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be learned, there was no demo¬ 
cratic consideration and decis¬ 
ion of what was to happen to 
tho organization which he had 
built up with much help, llis 
chief propagandist in London 
wv.s one of the victims in the 
sudden “purge” of the Social 
Credit organization. 

In Edmonton, it was being 
wondered what had caused the 
break down of the organization; 
whether it was due to tho fail¬ 
ure of financial contributions to 
Major Douglas’ office, as hinted 
by some passages in the corres¬ 
pondence between members, or 
whether the trouble arose from 
rebellion against Douglas as the 
result of discovery that his 
claims for his economic propo¬ 
sitions are the product of the 
Douglas institution. 

The fact that Powell was 
among the victims caused the 
chief surprise in Edmonton, in¬ 
asmuch as Powell s imprison¬ 
ment here earlier this year on 
a criminal libel charge was ex¬ 
ceedingly useful to Douglas for 
propaganda, and was not over¬ 
looked. 

Premier Aborharl and all his 
ministers were entriely silent 
on the subject of the break-up 
of Douglas’ organization. So 
was L.D. Byrne, whom Douglas 
sent to Alberta as a Social Cre¬ 
dit expert and who is still on 
the provincial payroll at n sal¬ 
ary of $0,000 a year. It is not 
known what work Mr. Byrne is 
accomplishing in return for that 
salary, any more than it is 
known what the members of tho 
Social Credit board are doing in 
return for their special “allow¬ 
ances’’ or how they are using 
the $100,000 grant given to tli' 
1 ard out of the public treasury.
